They ap-
pent to want many things that aro impossi-
ble for them to have, and thers is some dis-
salisfaotion among them that thoir requesta
wre not complled with, One chisf express-
ed a wish for a box of money. One want-
ed to be made rich and one wanted a house
to live in like the President’s, IHowever,
nd n general thing, the delegation nre pleas.
ed with civilized ways, and say they want
to live in' necordance with them, And the
Presidont's policy congerning them, as he
is allowing it gradually to appesr, is to
foree them to give up their past manner of
living, give up hunting and roaming about
the conntry, and have land in one place
and remain permanently upon ity and know
no other home. If they will not work and
earn thelr living, then they must suffer
